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WILMINGTON - At Woburn 
District Court on Wednesday, 
January 9, the trial began for 
the local youth who last spring 


admitted to a bomb 
threat against ‘Wilmington 
High School. 


The juvenile, whose name 
cannot be published due to his 
age, is facing charges of mak- 
ing a false bomb threat, mali- 
ciously damaging property and 
disrupting a school assembly. 
It is the count of making a false 
bomb threat that could prove 
most punishing to the youth if 
he is convicted, for if found 
guilty he could be dealt a max- 
imum sentence of 20 years in 
prison. 

Last May, an anonymous 


Principal Edward Woods and 
informed him of the identity of 
a student who in late April had 
written the word “bomb” and 
the date “May 14” on the wall in 
the boys’ bathroom. Sure 
enough, when the student was 
called to the office and con- 
fronted by administrators and 
authorities, he admitted to the 
crime. At the time of the 
admission, the youth was in the 
presence of his mother. 

“When we interviewed him, 
he said that he made the bomb 
threat as a joke,” Deputy Chief 
Robert Spencer recalled earlier 
this week. “At the time, nobody 
in the room was laughing.”

RMLD wants 
to conduct its 
own audit 


READING - At the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(RMLD) meeting that was held 
on Monday, January 7, Allan 
Ames, the Chairman of the

In 
other words, only RMLD can 
take action against RMLD.

How a selectman chairman

The following feature has 
been adapted from a story writ- 
ten for the Town Crier by Capt 
Larz Neilson. 

WILMINGTON - Andover 
Street in North Wilmington is 
today a busy thoroughfare. Not 
long ago, it was a quiet country 
road. It dates to Colonial times, 
and was originally the main 
road-frem Boston north to 


Andover. 

On the morning of April 10, 
1849, though, it was not a quiet 
place. A crowd gathered outside 
the home of Daniel and Martha 
Pearson. The house was locat- 
ed on the right hand side of 
Andover Street, about opposite 
the present-day Courtney home, 
near Fiorenza Drive. There was 
a large Pearson family in 
Wilmington, but there is no 


Commonwealth. 

By law, town officials can only 
certify that an individual lives 
in Wilmington if he or she is 
listed in the census records.

CAMBRIDGE - Contra- 
dictory testimony was of- 
fered by witnesses this 
morning as the trial of Tho- 
mas Junta continued into 
its fourth day, 

Tuesday morning opened 
with Ryan Carr returning 
to the stand as he was cross 
examined by Defense Attor- 
ney Thomas Orlandi Jr. 
Carr testified that Costin, 
the victim, tried to “round 
house” punch Junta. Carr 
said that Costin lifted his 
leg in an attempt to power- 
fully strike Junta. 

Iso this morning, Vir- 
ginia Brings, a grand- 
mother of one of the chil- 
dren on the ice, testified, 
offering her accounts of the 
day the altercation took 
place. 

Brings, on the stand for 
more than an hour, testified 
she viewed Junta enter the 
rink and stand to her right 
prior to all altercations. 

She recalled Junta sud- 
denly walking quickly to- 
ward the other end of the 
rink. Brings then testified 
that she heard yelling at 
the other end of the rink. 


Brings then recalled 
Junta returning to where he 
was originally standing As 
the hockey players began to 
file off the ice, she said she 
then watched the first di- 
rect altercation. 

As the children filed off 
the ice she remembered 
Junta saying to his chil- 
dren, “I don’t know why 
you want to come here and 

e this.abuse.” Moments 
later Brings said she 
watched the two men begi 
to tussle with one another 
and at this point she went 
to the rink office and told a 
woman their was a problem 
(Nancy Blanchard who tes- 
tified earlier.) 

Brings testified that she 
saw Costin being pushed up 
against a wall and Junta 
hitting him. She also said 
she does not remember 
Costin w a helmet. At 
this point, Brings said she 
told her gandenild to go by 
the snack bar and wait for 
her. Brings said she heard 
a small child moments later 
say, “Daddy don’t do it, 
don’t do it.” 

Next Brings testified 
that she watched Junta re- 
enter the rink and lunge at 
Costin who was coming 
from the locker room area. 
According to Brings, the 
two wrestled with each 
other. 

All those testifying to 
date agree that Junta ended 
up on top of Costin, punch- 
ing him. Brings says that 
Costin was “trying to get 
up.” Brings testified that 


she was screaming, “He’s 
not responding.” She con- 
tinued, “Don’t hit him any 
more.” 

During a brief cross ex- 
amination by the defense, 
Brings said, “He just kept 
going on and on and it is 
something I will never for- 
get.” She said that she kept 
thinking, “he’s either going 
to kill him or (Costin) is 
going to have brain dam- 
age.

scribble similar threats. The teenager who was identified as 
making the threat admitted to authorities that he committed the 
felony, so parents and administrators rightly so had their 
poster boy for accountability. 

The teenager has explained to authorities that he was only 
joking when he made the threat to detonate his school. Some- 
how, though, nobody had laughed at the situation, perhaps not 
even the teenager himself. Someone should have warned this 
‘kid beforehand that if it walks like a threat and talks like a 
‘threat, then logic dictates that it is a threat, not a prank. 

Will the justice system, the officials of which were removed 
from the bedlam that ensued in Wilmington last school year, 
‘prove sympathetic to the youth’s prank-masked-as-a-threat 
‘defense? Or will a different precedent be set, one in which all 
‘students will see up close that there are severe consequences for 
‘those stupid enough to follow in their punished peer’s footsteps? 

: Parents andschool administrators should be watching closely 
‘for the verdict that will be fated to the teen who last year 
‘dramatically disrupted their child’s education and sense of 
security. Satisfaction or outrage are the only two likely 
‘reactions once the decision is made. There is no middle ground

After nearly a decade without a 
winning season, and suffering from 
dwindling interest, the gymnastics 
team was officially dropped by the 
Wilmington School Department and 

Athletic Director Jim Gillis 
According to Gillis, the deci- 
sion was made based on a lack of 
participation. Before it was dis- 
banded, the team had only eight 
confirmed members. Money also 
appears to have been a factor. 
According to gymnastics coach 
Michelle Gillis (no relation to the 
athletic director) she was told the 
team would need to attract at least 
10 members in order to justify fund- 


ing. 

“Jim Gillis said funding was a 
major issue,” said coach Gillis. 

Whenasked what wouldbedone 
with the funds earmarked for the 
gymnastics team, Jim Gillis said 
they would be redirected, possibly 
tooffsetsports transportation costs, 
for which $20,000 was budgeted this 
school year. 

“I’mnot going tothrowit away,” 
said Jim Gillis. “We have zero 
money for transportation.” 

The decision to drop the pro- 
gram was officially made on 
December 3; a week after the gym- 
nasticteam commenced pre-season 
practices. Coach Gillis had heard 
Tumors the program might be 
dropped, but said such rumors ap- 


about budget and uniform costs for 
all sports,” said coach Gillis. 

She said the team was upset 
with the decision, including sopho- 
more Jill Stira, last years top 
returning gymnast. Stira, who still 
competes with a private club, 
Northeast Gymnastics of Tewks- 
bury, said her disappointment 
stemmed from school spirit. 

“I wanted to do something for 
the school,” said Stira. “I was espe- 
cially disappointed for the girls 
that couldn’t afford to compete 
(elsewhere).” 

Wilmington gymnastics has 
typically had trouble recruiting and 
retaining athletes. According to 
coach Gillis, the town does not 
have an adequate feeder program 
to provide the team with top-level 
gymnasts y year in and year out 

Also cutting into the team’s tal- 
ent pool was a renewed interest in 
Wilmington cheerleading. The Pop 
Warner cheerleading program has 
become a local powerhouse, ad- 
vancingtotheregional and national 
finals several times over the last 
few years, including a fourth place 
finish in the national champion- 
ships two years ago 

This success has fed into the 
highschool cheerleading program, 
which attracted so much interest a 
junior varsity squad was formed 
this year. Meanwhile, the varsity 
squad awaits school committee ap- 
proval for a trip to this year's 
national championships in New 
York 

Nancy Sullivan, head coach of 
cheerleading, was a former mem- 
ber of the Wilmington High 
gymnastics team. She regretted 
that her program might be in part 
responsible for the demise of the 
gymnastics team; she explained 
that modern day cheerleading in- 
corporates gymnastic elements. 

“Gymnastics is an integral part 
of cheerleading today. When you 
compete at the high school level, 
tumbling accounts for (a large per 
centage of the scoring),” said 
Sullivan. “If you want to be com- 
petitive, tumbling is a mainstay of 
cheerleading.” 

Without a feeder program, and 
with the growing popularity of 
cheerleading, the gymnasticsteam 
has-struggled. In nearly 10 years, 
coach Gillis said the team never 
had more than 3 wins over the 
course of 9 meets per season. 

Coach Gillis said she would at- 
tempt to revive interest in funding 
the gymnastics program next fall 


She said the team had attempted to 
save the program by devising cost- 
cutting measures, such as 
arranging their own transporta- 
tion to and from competitions. 
However, the bulk of the money 
the school wanted to save was tied 
up in her coaching salary. 

Before the program was cut, 
she had expressed enthusiasm that 
the team would experience more 
success than in previous years 
including last season's 2-7 record 
Not only was the team returning its 
three top gymnasts, two of whom 
were ‘sophomores, but the team 
was going to be moved into the 
Northeast Conference/Cape Ann 
League, after years of competing 
in the tougher Merrimack Valley 
Conference. 

“I think we would have been 
competing with programs which 
were closer toour level, we wouldn't 
have been competing against the 
bigger schools which get gymnasts 
frombetter feeder programs,” said 
coach Gillis. “This could have been 
a stronger season for us.”

O’Hare’s vision of a basic 
after school art program for 
children lives on now as a 
year round art and music 
school for adults and chil- 
dren, housed in the First 
Congregational Church in 
Reading .

However, when Street left 
in 1999 to start a charter 
music school in Boston, Cre- 
ative Arts, while still manag- 
ing to stay financially sound, 
floundered when two succes- 
sive directors left the posi- 
tion in little over a year. Del- 
laCroce’s | familiari- 
ty with the school then 
became an asset and she 
filled in twice as interim 
director before finally being 
appointed Executive Director 
in June, 2000. 

Sitting at her desk in the 
crowded Creative Arts main 
office last week, DellaCroce 
pondered the future of the 
school in between fielding 
phone calls and answering 
staff questions. Her goal for 
the school is "stability" with 
a period of reflection, and 
she, with the school’s Board 
of Directors, are in the 
process of reviewing Creative 


Arts’ strengths and weak- gro 


nesses, 

‘The school’s Suzuki Music 
program, based on the phi- 
losophy of Japanese musi- 
cian Shinichi Suzuki who 
believed all children can 
develop musical ability 
though guided instruction, 
ear training, 
involvement and group expe- 
rience, is a plus that draws 
many parents to come to 
Creative Arts. 

"Suzuki has always been 
part of the institution,” said 
DellaCrose who praised 
Suzuki Music Coordinator 
Sheryl] LaFayette for her 
strong background in Suzuki 
education. She added that 
because children can be 
enrolled in Suzuki music 
lessons as early as age three, 
parents are often interested 
in the classes and the pro- 
gram attracts dedicated fol- 
lowers. 

"The people who travel 
the farthest are coming for 
the Suzuki program." Tradi- 
tional music studies in piano, 
guitar, harp, woodwinds, 
strings, and voice are also 
available at the school and 
over 250 students are cur- 
rently involved in these 
classes.

The recently developed 
Independent Art Study pro- 
gram is very popular, espe- 
cially with teens, because "It 
gives kids a chance to step 
out of the classroom and 
work on a portfolio." 

The new Family Art class, 
in which parents and chil- 
dren can work together on 
art projects, is also receiving 
a good response. 

One of the fastest growing 
areas at the school is The- 
atre Arts, with children ages 
five to 14 participating in 
everything from beginning 
acting, to performance work- 
shops and school vacation 
workshops that end the week 
with a theatre production. 

"The classes are always 
full," said DellaCroce of the 
workshops, "Those are 
unique to this area because 
they have both a theatre and 
art component in the same 
week.”

One aspect of Creative 
Arts that can't become larg- 
er is the physical space the 
school uses at the church.

We're at 98 percent capaci- 
ty," said DellaCroce. 

As a solution, the school is 
searching for satellite areas 
in which to run classes, such 
as the art courses now avail- 
able through Charette in 
Woburn. 

With the school now in its 
25th year, DellaCroce is 
aware that as director she 
has to be observant of the 
demographics and demands 
of her future students. 

"The thing that I find 
interesting is that it’s very 
different from when I stayed 
home with my children.
